Physicians Now Enabled to Perferm 


Rare Operation* With the New 


' Bronehosecpe, 


An Instrument known as the bron- 


cboseore t»i been introduced at the 
Medicc-Cbinirtfcal botpitaJ, Philadel- 
phia, to aid ia the examination ct the 
lungs and to remove foreign sub- 
stances therefrom. 


The brcnchoscope Is U-ihaped. One 


of the legs Is hollow and Is surmount- 
ed by a small mirror and an electric 
Htht. To remote a foreign body from 
the Inngs. the hollow leg Is Inserted 
Jn the month and permitted to pass 
down the throat tintil It reaches the 
vocal chords. 
With the aid of the 


mirror and light on the outer end an 
examination cf the langs is then made 
and the foreign 
substance located. 


This done; a small f teel tweeier ,1: 
passed through the hollow tube and 
the offending particle removed. 


Dr. R. S. SVillern and his fire as- 


sistants in the nose and throat de- 
partment of the institution are skilled 
in the manipulation of the broncho- 
Eccpe, and have bt-en performing some 
rare operations. Such things as col- 
lar buttons, screws, safety pins, chick- 
en bones, nails, and dried pt-as.hare 
been removed. 


The instrument affords specialists 


an cpportcnity of looking into the 
lungs of tuberculosis patients.

Far Better Policy to Fatten Animal* 


and On Market Before September 


Than te Keep Them. 


It la a Tery common but a Tery 


poor practice on the part of farmers 
to keep the mil ewei which they have 
discovered In tb*ir flock* until along 
late in the fall, an! then fatten them 
end cell them. 
Ry faTl range cheep 


are coming onto the market In great 
numbers, farmers are idling their 
lambs pretty generally and a* a re- 
sult there Is little demand for there 
old ewes. They seldom bring a good 
price at that time. 


In oar opinion, it would be * far 


better tcheme to get these ewes fat-1 
tened and onto the market early, that i 
Is before September, anyway. Fays a j 
writer In the Farm. Stock and Home. 
Prices for all kinds of stock are good 
cow and will remain so until the sup- 
ply Is much greater than at present. 
Where there is a'scarcity of meat, as 
at present, the market Is less discrim- 
inating, and old ewes can be sold to 
far better advantage than later in the 
fall, when more choice Is possible. 


W« should not, however, advl*e 


farmers to cell their call stock wlth- 
ont first fattening'It np well. It I* 
poor policy to put extremely thin 
itnff on the market. The percentage 
of waste Is rery high in such animal* 
and the quality of their flesh very 
poor, so that buyers buy them only 
at a great discount In" seasons of 
shortage. They hare to pay only a 
low price for It In order to protect 
themselves. A farmer will make more 
money to weaa his lambs. It any of 
these cull ewes hare had them, then 
give the ewes an abundance of green 
pasture and enough grain to put them 
Into a good meat-producing condition 
before he undertakes to sell them 


Whatever may hare been your cus- 


tom In the past, separate out the ewes 
that for one reason or another you 
do cot want to keep, fatten them and 
put them on the market early. Then 
kt-ep tab on the prices and see if you 
hare cot made more money by so <Jo- 
\nf than you would hare to hare kept 
them two or three month* longer.
